The summons against the Sino- 
German Diapensary in the Lower 
Court was for selling medicine to 
which a trade mark, so neurly 
resembling complainant's trade 
mark, “Senkesin,” as to be cal- 
culated to decelve, had been 
falsely applied. 


Mr. Eldon Potter, 
structed by the Hon, Mr, M. K. 
Lo, appeared for the appellants, 
the United States . Drug Store; 
and Mr. Hin-shing Lo, instructed 
by Mr. J. M. Hall, was for the 
respondcit the Sino-German Dis- 
pensary, : 

Mr. Potter said the appeal avas 
from the dvcision of Mr, Macfad- 
yen Jn a trade mark prosecution. 
The principle, he said, wag of 
great importance ‘than the ques- 
tion of the amount of the penalty 
imposed. The summons was taken 
out under Section 8 (2) of the 
Merchandise Marks Ordinance and 
under that. section | the respon- 
dents «were charged that they 
sold medicine, to which a trade 
mark 80 nearly resembling that 
of the complainant as to be cal- 
culated to deceive, had been false- 
ly applied. oe 

The Magistrate held at the 
conclusion of the case for the 

| provecution that there was no vase 
to answer, and that no prima facie 
ease had been made out. 


TRADE MARKS COMPARED 


The appellants were the reyis- 

tered proprictors of the trade 
mark which consisted — of three 
Chinese: characters, “Sin Kai 
Sin.” ‘Phere was also, as part of 
the mark. the English word 
“Senkesin.” | That mark was re- 
wiktered Cinder -Clause 3 for 
medicine. It was, in’ fact, used 
jin. connection — with ‘packets of 
pills which were of considerable 
Value, as they restored vigour and 
tyouth, Not only was thie mark, 
used, but it) was used only on 
this type of medical goods.” The 
respondents, ‘not only in’ trespect 
of medical yoods but in respect of 
this very elass of articles, had used 
three Chinese characters, “Sin Kal 
Ling,” the firat two of which were 
identien!-with-those—of—the—com— 
plainant’s ‘mark. The respondents 
also cused the English word “Sin- 
kilin.” 

Continuing, Mr. Potter con- 
tended, that, rightly or wrongly, 
‘there was an obvious | infringe- 
ment of his client’s mark. as two- 
third of the characters were used 
by the respondents. It waa an 
obvious infringement and as such 
came within the scope of the Mer- 
chandise Marks Ordinance, 


MAGISTRATE WRONG 


Counsel then went on to remind 
their Lordships that if. he criti- 
cised the decision of the Magis- 
trate ho did not desire to do go in 
a critical manner, as the learned 
“Magistrate had studied the case 
very carefully.” Inthe course of 
his deciston, the Magistrate had 
lnid emphasis on the word 
“falsely,” but Myr. Potter contend- 
|ed that the intention to defraud 
had nothing to do with the iprose- 
eution of this ease, as the com- 
plaint was in regard to “word 
mark" and .not to “pleture 
mark”. . Apart from the similarity’ 
in the words, the appearance of 
the respective packets was entire- 
ly, different. There was evidence 
that n purchaser went to respon- 
dents’ shop and asked for a packet 
of “Senkesin” and was given 
“Sinkilin” instead. It was also 
in .evidence. that the registration 
of “Sinkilin" asa trade mark was 
subsequently withdrawn by the 
respondents when their attention 
was drawn to the registration of 
the “Senkesin,” and to its resem- 
blance. | 
The Magistrate had throughout 
‘keen led astray by the suggestion 
that the appearance of the two 
respective: packets was entirely 
different and therefore ‘no In- 
fringement.was made. The Magis- 
trate had misdirected himself in 
that he compared the. “get-up” of 
the two packcts‘and held that they 
-Wero fo dissimHar in appearance 
that there was-no attompt at de 
ception, Sa ao :
